it very much faster than we 
have been content to do un to 
now.

It had happened not Just on 
one occasion but over a period 
of nearly five. months, 

“The driving Hceence exami- 
nations were designed to pro- 
tect users of the toad from 
dangerous drivers,” Judge Jen~ 
nings sald, 

“The consplracy here was to 
enable people who chose to pay 
to pass their tests without oa 
scrap of knowledge of the 
Highway Code, 

“All they had to remember 
was a sequence of some 14 
numbers or lotters,"” he pointed 
out. 

Judge Jennings-- said the 
racket Involving the accused 
had been described as a “roar- 
ing success." 

“That kind of proflt must be 
discouraged by punishment,” 
he said, 


Widely publicised 


He mentioned that the ac- 
cused had widely publicised 
their’scheme amongst driving 
instructors, saying in effect: 
“Tell the candidates that we 
police officers will be prepared 
to break the law If we are paid 
for it." 

He sald people must not get 
the impression that the Police 
Force could be bought in such 
a simple manner at nv price cf 
between $100 and $200. 

Judge Jennings also polnted 
out that the candidates who 
failed to pass the written 
examination by a few marks, 
having answered the questions 
honestly, must feel very strong- 
ly about being denied a driving 
Ueence while others who passed 
the test dishonestly were now 
driving. , 

Another factor was the attitude 
of the junior members of the 
Pollce Force who had seen these 
Inspectors, whose example they 
were supposed to follow and 
whom they were expected to 
obey, behave In such a “disloyal. 
dishonourable and contemptible 
manner.”
